A request to rezone a 4.69-acre parcel of 
land to accommodate a proposed apart¬ 
ment complex fell apart amid traffic and 
other concerns. 

Peggy FYankie, the director of develop¬ 
ment firm Liberty Hill, said the planning 
commission, and eventually the city council, 
denied the change in zoning because they 
didn’t want another apartment complex — 
or apartment dwellers — in the city. 

“The apartment complex would have 
one, two and three-bedroom apartments, 
which would bring more families into the 
city,” Frankie said during a final pitch at the 
regular city council meeting Monday night 
“Not everyone can afford the $200,000 
homes that are being built This would give 
families a segue into the community.” 

Liberty Hill is a development firm that 
finds housing, builds homes and works with

financiers to ease handicapped and low- 
income individuals into homeownership. 
The Villages of Romulus is a proposed 25- 
unit apartment complex that Frankie hoped 
would be constructed on Ecorse Road 
between Wayne and Henry Ruff roads. 

The parcel of land is currently zoned for 
single-family residential purposes. 

Frankie said she believed several factors 


justified the re-zoning, including the fact 
that Romulus Public Housing has a backlog 
of low income applicants seeking place¬ 
ment in the city system, and the fact that no 
multi-housing permits have been granted in 
the city since the early 1990s. 

“We believe the apartments would be a 
good alternative for families,” she said. 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff, the city rep¬ 
resentative on the planning commission, 
said the commission recommended to 
reject the re-zoning was based on several 
factors. 

“We have nothing against this project,” 
he said. “It’s just where they want to put it- 
There’s already a lot of traffic in that area, 
and it doesn’t fit in with the overall master 
plan for that area” 

Another factor that influenced the com¬ 
mission vote is the belief that there are 
enough apartment units within the city.

Romulus officials may be able 
to salvage the seemingly doomed 
Magna project after all 

Mayor Alan Lambert said 
Magna officials — who for three 
years had been working with the 
city on a plan for a horseracing 
track only to pull out of the deal 
two weeks ago — have expressed 
a desire to build another project 
on the land. 

“We’re going to meet about it,” 
Lambert said. “I cannot speculate 
about what type of development it 
will be — I’ll know more about 
that after we discuss the possibili¬ 
ties.” 

Magna Entertainment, which 
is based in Canada, backed out of 
building a $100 million racing 
facility when they informed the 
State Office of Racing 
Commissioner that they would no 
longer seek a racing permit for a 
Romulus location. The announce¬ 
ment came as a surprise to city 
officials, even though Magna had 
announced larger than expected 
quarterly losses days before it 
abandoned the project 

Now, Lambert thinks the fact - 
Magna officials want to talk 
means some sort of development 
is possible.

Plant promises new jobs

A new automotive project will soon 
bring more jobs to Van Buren Township. 

Township Board of Trustees members 
approved an industrial development dis¬ 
trict and a tax abatement agreement 
recently for Wellington Industries. 

Susan Ireland, assessment coordinator 
of Van Buren Township, said the company 
took over a General Motors project slated 
for a West Virginia competitor Wellington 
will qualify for a seven-year tax abatement 
for personal property. v 

Blaise Flack, of Wellington Industries, 
said the project will launch the Chevrolet 
Malibu in January of2008. 

“It’s (Malibu) a solution to rising fuel,” 
he said. “We chose here—instead of our 
Georgia facility—because the township is 
capable and better suited. The project will 
include a stamp press to produce the 
GMX386 metal products. This will eventu¬ 
ally allow us to bring in more workforce.” 

Flack said an additional 52 jobs, both 
skilled and un-skilled, would come to Van 
Buren Township. Salaries will range from 
$12 per hour for unskilled labor and $35 
per hour for skilled laborers. 

“The press will be used 40 percent to 
allow 60 percent to go out and seek addi¬ 
tional business, in turn, additional jobs,” 
said Flack 


Township Supervisor Cindy King said 
Wellington is proposing a $3.4 million 
investment 

“The project is coming outside of 
Michigan, but Wellington is an existing 
business in the township,” she said. “Fifty- 
two jobs coming in during these economic 
times is certainly something nice to see.” 

Wellington currently has no tax abate¬ 
ments within the township. The total will 
be about $161,000 for all the taxes during 
the seven years, officials said. 

.Residents did have concerns with the 
project air quality, noise, job hires and 
taxes. 

“The concern is that those jobs are 
there because we need them,” said Paul 
White. 

“We don’t go into production until 2008 
so we don’t have all 52 employees yet. 
There are a number of employees that 
have been hired for this project, but we’ll 
start hiring over the next three to four 
months,” said Flack. 

“I don’t know how many of you have 
looked at the tax bills lately from the coun¬ 
ty, but they’re going up,” said Charles 
Tackett. “I welcome Wellington, but I’m 
getting tired of this, that and the other 
when I look at my tax bill I’m about to 
pay” 

Treasurer Shan-y Budd said the Wayne 
County tax rate is the same, however, the 
collection time has changed.

Romulus officials met about a 
grave issue Monday. 

Council members and city 
administrators met in a short 
study session at the municipal 
cemetery to plot changes at the 
grounds and revise the cost of 
burials. 

The seven-member body met 
with City Clerk Linda Choate at 
Romulus Memorial Gardens on 
Shook and Tbbine roads to learn 
more about some of the issues at 
the cemetery, and to further dis¬ 
cuss an increase in fees. 

However, when the council 
convened at city hall later that

According to city estimates, 
about 20 percent of the city 
housing stock is composed of 
apartment units, and another 2 
percent is comprised of mobile 
homes. 

“There’s already quite a few 
affordable housing units in the 
city,” Burcroff said. 

Other reasons for the denial 
include the desire to avoid 
another strain on the public 
school system because apart¬ 
ment dwellers don’t pay tradi¬ 
tional property taxes, and the 
heavy traffic patterns along 
Ecorse Road. 

The planning commission 
voted to reject the Liberty Hill 
application on June 18. FYankie 
said she was under the impres¬ 
sion that the commission was 
taking a “NIMBY” (not in my 
back yard) attitude, and that the 
commission “didn’t want tran¬ 
sients.” 

Burcroff rejects that notioa 

“I would be happy to 
approve such a project,” he 
said. “I hope (Liberty Hill) can 
find another parcel of land that 
is appropriately zoned.” 

Frankie said she has looked 
for other parcels of land in the 
city, but that the Ecorse road lot 
was the only one that was 
affordable. The other parcels 
would have pushed the cost of 
the apartments past market 
rate, which goes against the 
grain of Liberty Hill’s central 
mission of providing low-cost 
housing. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he 
had no doubt the project could 
be approved if another parcel 
was located. 

“I think it’s a good project,” 
he said. “I think there are better 
places for it, though.” 

FVankie said she has backing 
from Wayne County, but said the 
rejection of the proposal stalls 
the project She said she’s not 
sure what her next step will be, 
but said she hopes to find land 
in Romulus. 

Liberty Hill is locally based 
in the City of Wayne, and has 
connected individuals with 
homes in Wayne, Westland, 
Inkster, Romulus, and other 
communities.

are sinking into the ground, oblit¬ 
erating dates and words on the 
stones unless the grass is cut 
shorter than usual. 

Those aspects of the cemetery 
do require some extra considera¬ 
tion apart from the fees, Gear 
said. 

“We would like to see if some 
of the community groups can go 
out there and do some work,” he 
said. “We want to do what ever 
we can to preserve (the ceme¬ 
tery). It’s our history.” 

Any increases to costs at the 
cemetery will have to be 
approved by a majority vote of 
the council. 

Another study session was 
scheduled for 6 p.m. Sept 24 


But the city has other goals in 
terms of development, including 
more housing, retail and other 
entertainment venues, which 
could be appropriately sited near 
the airport, Lambert said. 

On the airport land develop¬ 
ment front the city has been on a 
wild ride of announcements. On 
the same day the news broke 
about the track, a group of Detroit- 
based developers announced the 
likely construction of a sports 
complex, but would not commit to 
it being built in Romulus. 

Officials are also still waiting 
for federal approvals to be put 
into place so construction can 
begin on a casino and a 200-room 
hoteL 

Lambert said he remains 
hopeful something will emerge 
from the dust of the horse-racing 
track. 

“We’ll know more, and I’m opti¬ 
mistic,” he said. “We’ll have to 
wait and see.”

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‘Headhunter’ suggested 
in city manager search

Belleville officials could decide to 
extend their search capabilities for a new 
city manager 

Councilwoman Lori Hecksel suggested 
Belleville officials hire a headhunter to 
facilitate the search of a new city manager 
to replace Walter Mears who was termi¬ 
nated this month. 

“We made a mistake and we don’t want 
to make that again,” she said. “I think this 
is something we should truly consider.” 

Hecksel said she has contacted the 
Michigan Municipal League (MML), along 
with other firms. The MML executive 
search services offer: discussions with 
elected officials to determine a hiring phi¬ 
losophy; the development of a candidate 
profile; focus groups if needed; help with 
a targeted advertising campaigns; devel¬ 
opment and placement of advertisements; 
review and screening of all applications; 
interview assistance, facilitation and 
preparation; reference checks; contract 
negotiation assistance and other wrap-up 
services, according to the literature pre¬ 
pared by the organization. 

“The pricing is 10 percent of the final 
negotiated salary and we’re not billed 
until someone is hired,” said Hecksel. 
“The MML doesn’t have a high turn¬ 
around on people they recommend to 
hire.” 

“They (MML) do offer community 
involvement for more money, but I don’t 
think we need that,” she added. “This 
takes the politics out and it’s better for the 
community. Initially, it will be an invest¬ 
ment and cost for the city, but in the long- 
run it’s better” 


Traditionally, Hecksel said, the process 
takes about 90 days. However, 
Councilwoman Kerreen Conley said the 
problem is city officials wanted to execute 
the city manager search on a timeline, as 
expediently as possible. 

“I’m not sure how they (MML) will fit in 
with our timeline,” she said. 

Hecksel said she would found out if the 
MML had any services to offer at later 
stages of the hiring process. 

Councilmembers also approved a sev¬ 
erance package of $17,199.59 for Mears, 
the former city manager. The amount 
includes withholding of $2,842, which is 
equal to the unresolved credit card 
charges on Mears’ city credit card. The 
charges to date include hotel expenses for 
Mears’ trip to Germany for the 
Aerotropolis project 

City Clerk/Treasurer Diana Kollmeyer, 
who is also the acting city manager, said 
she accessed the credit card account 
online and looked at all charges incurred 
on Mears’ credit card to ensure the city 
has been billed for any and all charges 
made by him. The card has been can¬ 
celed, Kollmeyer said, and she continues 
to work with JP Morgan Chase and Chase 
Commercial to receive copies of the actual 
signatures on receipts. 

Applications for the city manager posi¬ 
tion will be accepted until 4 p.m. on Sept 
12. The salary starts at $62,000 plus bene¬ 
fits depending on qualifications and expe¬ 
rience. Requirements include a bache¬ 
lor’s degree from an accredited college or 
university in public administration, busi¬ 
ness or related field. It also requires exec¬ 
utive, administrative and municipal expe¬ 
rience, along with grant writing, budgeting 
and project management

High school juniors in the Van 
Buren Public School District 
showed test results well below the 
state-average, according to the 
recent results of the Michigan 
Merit Exam. 

The exam, which took place for 
the first time last spring, replaced 
the Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program (MEAP) test 
It included the ACT, Work keys and 
tests in math, science and social 
studies. 

More than 460 juniors at 
Belleville High School took the test 
last March. According to Pete 
Lazaroff, superintendent of the 
school district officials weren’t sur¬ 
prised by the results. 

“It’s a different type of test” he 
said. “It’s a very rigorous test 
designed for college entrance. 


We’ll be using our scores as a 
benchmark” 

Only 31 percent of students met 
or exceeded state standards in 
math, while 30 percent of students 
were proficient in writing. Slight 
increases were seen in science, 
which showed 444 percent of stu¬ 
dents who met or exceeded state 
standards and in reading, where 
about 50 percent of students were 
proficient The highest scoring sub¬ 
ject was social studies with 82.2 
percent of students proficient 

“With our seven hour day and 
realignment of courses, we expect 
to see significant gains each year,” 
said Lazaroff “The areas we know 


we want to focus on more are read¬ 
ing and writing by doing more pro¬ 
fessional development” 

Test results also included the 21 
students from the Van Buren 
Alternative Education School. 
Fifteen students achieved a valid 
score in reading, writing and sci¬ 
ence, and they are eligible to re¬ 
take the exam. Five students did 
not have valid scores and one stu¬ 
dent exceeded proficiency, accord¬ 
ing to Saul Davis, principal of the 
alternative education school. 

“We always hope to do better, 
but it takes time and many of our 
students are already struggling,” 
he said. “Many students took the

Some are 
consistent and some are not We try 
to build upon that and sometimes 
we don’t have enough time to make 
a big difference in that short 
amount of time given It’s a process 
and we’re working to pull-up those 
scores.” 

Composite ACT scores were 
17.5 percent at the high school and 
13.10 percent at the alternative 
education school. 

The exam also allowed students 


the opportunity to earn $4,000 in 
Michigan Promise scholarship 
money, according to officials. 

‘There were a number of kids 
who qualify for the scholarship, 
which is encouraging,” said Davis. 

“We have many students that 
want to go more on the trade side, 
rather than a traditional college,” 
said Lazaroff. “Now, we’ll be doing 
monthly updates to the school 
board on student achievement 
This (merit exam) will certainly be 
one of the items.”

Last week, members of the Legislature in Lansing discussed a unique 
proposal that would have a positive impact on many families in the state. 

It’s the concept of a tax holiday that would be set up in the week or 
two that preceded the start of the school year Under the plan, families 
would be able to purchase back to school supplies without paying the 
sales tax on those items. 

What a great idea This concept has been in place in other states, and 
been well-received there. It would be a boon to families in Michigan, too, 
particularly those that look forward to the impending school year with a 
mixture of anticipation and dread—anticipation of seeing old friends, 
meeting new ones and dread of not being able to afford a new folder, 
paper or a shiny pea 

Of course, it’s a little too late for this to help families this year, which is 
about on par for our leaders in Lansing It’s strange that they either seem 
to be too far behind the current trends or so far ahead that they’re trying 
to take credit for things that haven’t happened yet, and may never come 
tofruitioa 

While all this political back and forth is going on—one side trying to 
take credit for something the other trying to discredit them for it—sim¬ 
ple legislation like this is lost in the melee. 

It’s no wonder that local municipalities pnd school districts have to 
hang on and plan in a vacuum, wondering what type of foundation 
allowance they’ll receive, of if their previously approved grant funding 
will ever appear There’s too much talking and not enough action, as 
usual.

Just when you thought the situation in Belleville couldn’t get any 
weirder, it does. 

Last week, City Councilwoman Lori Hecksel filed formal sexual 
harassment complaints against City Councilman George Chedraue—for 
things he allegedly said during open meetings directed at former City 
Manager Walter Mears. 

We don’t want to make light of the allegations or the charges—these 
things, if said, were truly inappropriate—but we have to question the tim¬ 
ing and the motive behind it 

If Mears had been offended by the remarks, it’s his obligation to do 
something about it and it should have been done at the time.

He should be reminded that he is a public figure, 
what he says—particularly in an open, public forum—is a part of the 
public record and as an elected representative of the city he needs to 
give his office more respect 

This latest fight, though, is something the city can’t afford. The last few 
months have been tumultuous enough with the way the city manager sce¬ 
nario played out People are angry, emotions run high and it’s time to 
stop all that It’s time to move forward and heal any rifts that may have 
been opened. This isn’t the time to try to find new ways to pick at the 
same old scars. 

The City of Belleville will get past these bumps in the road, there’s no 
question about that There are too many people there who care about the 
community for that not to happea Any municipality hits a rough stretch 
every now and then—human nature dictates it will happea They always 
bounce back, though, as long as they followed a tried and true course of 
action: get together, put your differences aside, and make the choices 
that will best serve the community.

I played a little joke on Ait Quintal on Saturday. 
In the midst of a crowded tent where more than 
a dozen cooks tried to get attendees to sample their 
chili, I crept up behind the Wayne Rotariaa 

“Boy, the Parks and Recreation Department did 
a good job putting this on,” I said. 

The event—a first for the Wayne Wheelfest—was 
a joint project between the Wayne Rotary, the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Parks and

AUGUST 21, 2007 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present. 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Clair, Trustee Hart and 
Trustee Jahr. Absent and excused: Trustee Rochowiak. Others in attendance: 
Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Public Safety Director 
Champagne, Parks and Recreation Director Ross, DPW Director Knepper, Chief 
Nicholai, Captain Brooks, Captain Laurain, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary 
Cline and an audience of thirty-four (34). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Budd moved, Clair seconded to approve the agenda as 
presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Payne moved, Jahr seconded to open the public hearing to 
hear public comment on establishing Industrial Development District #19. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Executive Assistant Ireland 
for an explanation. Executive Assistant Ireland stated the request is for the Board to 
establish Industrial Development District #19 located at Hannan Road and Huron 
River Drive. The applicant, Wellington Industries is expanding their operation and 
purchasing a 2000 ton stamping press. The request is for personal property only. 
Wellington Industries took over a project by a West Virginia competitor to produce 
the GMX386 product for the automotive industry. The applicant completed the Van 
Buren Township Tax Abatement Application and after Township review Wellington 
Industries qualifies for a seven year tax abatement for the purchase of a $3,432,320 
stamping press. This project would bring 52 new jobs to Van Buren Township and 
Wellington Industries currently employ 115 employees. Wellington Industries repre¬ 
sentative, Mr. Flack gave a brief description of the 60 million dollar contract for the 
GMX386 Malibu project stating this project is General Motors solution for rising fuel 
prices. Wellington Industries had to make a decision between the Georgia facility and 
the Michigan facility. The Michigan facility was capable of handling the project and 
Michigan has the technically skilled employees. Wellington is spending 3.4 million 
dollars including a stamping press and an automated transfer system that will roboti¬ 
cally carry the project through the press. The 52 jobs will range in pay from $ 12/hour 
for unskilled labor $35/hour for skilled labor and/or professional employees including 
engineers, robotics techs, operators and assembly workers. The GMX386 project will 
use approximately 40 percent of the press allowing an additional 60 percent for other 
business. Supervisor King stated this public hearing is for the creating the Industrial 
Development District and is a prerequisite to considering the tax abatement. The sec¬ 
ond public hearing is for the seven year Industrial Facilities Exemption Certificate 
more commonly known as a tax abatement. Supervisor King further reiterated this 
request is for personal property only and not for real property such as land and build¬ 
ings. Van Buren Township currently has four tax abatements. Trustee Hart stated the 
extra capacity could be used for non-automotives contracts. Wellington Industries 
currently have contracts with Whirlpool, Donaldson and Blue Bird. 

No comments from the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Hart moved, Clair seconded to open the public hearing to hear public comment on 
request for an Industrial Facilities Exemption Certificate for Wellington Industries. 
Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating the Resolution for a seven year tax 
abatement is the result of Van Buren Township Tax Abatement Application completed 
by the applicant and is scored on a point system. Supervisor King reviewed several 
of the questions and points awarded were 67 out of 100 possible. The guidelines state 
scores between 65 and 69 points qualify for a seven year tax abatement. The second 
component is the agreement which the Public Act requires and the agreement sets 
forth milestones for the project that Wellington Industries must achieve to keep the 
seven year tax abatement if the Board grants approval. There are target dates in the 
agreement and the first is December 30, 2008. If target dates are not met there are 
opportunities for the Township to address these items with Wellington Industries. The 
most severe penalty is revocation of the tax abatement. Trustee Clair stated 
Wellington currently has no tax abatement with the Township and this tax abatement 
is only for fifty percent of the personal property on the new press. Executive 
Assistant Ireland farther clarified the tax rates exempted by the tax abatement. 

A resident inquired if this is injection modeling and how are the tool and die affected 
by the tax abatement. Mr. Flack stated the press is metal stamping and the tool and 
die are owned by the customer and not part of the tax abatement. A second resident 
inquired if the 52 jobs are predicated on 100 percent usage of the press. Mr. Flack 
stated the 52 jobs are for the 40 percent usage of the press and if the press is fully uti¬ 
lized there will be additional jobs. Some of the jobs are for support of the press not 
just the project. A third resident inquired what is the dollar amount being abated and 
have you [Wellington Industries] already hired the 52 employees. Executive 
Assistant Ireland stated the total amount being abated over the seven years is 
$161,000. Mr. Flack stated the 52 jobs have not been filled since the project does not 
start until January 2008. A forth resident stated under the current economic condi¬ 
tions of the state and township the abatement should not be issued. Trustee Hart stat¬ 
ed some of the ancillary work has been began on the project which would mean 
employees have been added for this work. Mr. Flack stated yes, there are some 
skilled trades, engineering, programmers and management employees that have 
already started to work at Wellington Industries on this project as part of the 52 new 
employees and Wellington Industries will start to hire the remaining over the next 
three to four months. A fifth resident inquired what chemical or air quality would Van 
Buren Township be at risk for if any. Mr. Flack requested to refer to the application 
and Supervisor King reviewed the application portion and there were no environmen¬ 
tal issues. Further, Mr. Flack stated Wellington Industries is closely monitored by 
Michigan Occupational Safety and Health Administration (MIOSHA) and Wellington 
Industries is in environmental compliance. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 


Budd moved, Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

MINUTES: Hart moved, Budd seconded to approve the Work Study Session Minutes 
of July 16, 2007 as presented. Carried. 

Budd moved, Clair seconded to approve the Regular Board Meeting Minutes of July 
17, 2007 as presented. Carried. 

CORRESPONDENCE: Director Champagne and Chief Nicholai introduced and 
welcomed the four new volunteer Public Safety Chaplains. Pastor Allen Campbell of 
the Belleville Church of God, Deacon Peter Cornell of Saint Anthony’s Church, 
Father John Hagen of Trinity Episcopal Church and Pastor Jim Richter of Open Arms 
Lutheran Church. 

Supervisor King read two proclamations honoring former Van Buren Township fire 
fighter Ricky Allen LaPensee who was killed during the University of Michigan med¬ 
ical flight plane crash that occurred on Monday June 4, 2007. The first proclamation 
on behalf of the Wayne County Executive, Robert Ficano and the second on behalf of 
Van Buren Township were presented to the family of Ricky LaPensee. In addition, 
the President of the Yankee Air Force Museum stated Ricky LaPensee was honored 
during the recent Thunder Over Michigan Air Show and presented his family with a 
signed photograph by the Navy Blue Angels.

Red Cross seeks blood donors during shortage 


As Labor Day vacations 
approach, the staff at the 
American Red Cross is hoping 
residents will help alleviate seri¬ 
ous blood shortage concerns. 

According to Martha Roemer 
Kurtz, spokesperson for the 
American Red Cross 
Southeastern Michigan Blood 
Services Region, Labor Day is 
traditionally a time of concern as 
the number of donors decrease 
as busy residents exchange their 
usual donation time with vaca¬ 
tions and back-to-school to-do 
lists. Along with a decreased 
number of mobile blood'drives in 
the summer, Kurtz said that the 
low donor turnout has once again 
placed the blood supply in criti¬ 
cal conditioa 

“Our supplies are still way 
down,” she said. “We’re still at a 
dangerously low level for three 
blood types.” 

As of Monday, she said that 
both 0 positive and 0 negative 
blood were scarce and only about 
a “2-hour supply” of A negative

blood was available. Even A posi¬ 
tive blood, traditionally one of 
the most readily available types, 
had dropped to a 35-hour supply. 

The bottom line, Kurtz said, is 
that the American Red Cross 
needs help. 

“We need any type—we need 
anybody who can to donate,” she 
said. “As of last week, we were 
filling hospital orders but we 
weren’t filling them completely.” 

Although branches of the 
American Red Cross operate 
throughout the country, the lack 
of availability isn’t just a local 
problem. As other areas scram¬ 
ble to meet the needs of their 


own communities, Kurtz said 
that the diminished supplies 
means that “the chance to import 
is diminished.” 

It’s a situation that could easi¬ 
ly be overtaxed by even relatively 
common events, such as a major 
car accident or an increased 
number of emergency surgeries, 
she said. 

“We have to have the blood on 
the shelves before it’s needed,” 
said Kurtz. “Without blood 
donors, we simply won’t be able 
to keep up with the blood 
demands.” 

It’s not enough, she said, for 
well-meaning citizens to roll up 


their sleeves to donate in the 
wake of a tragedy because it can 
take up to two days to process 
and test donated blood and by 
then it may be too late. 

Individuals who donate by 
Sept 5 will also have the oppor¬ 
tunity to register for a free two- 
year lease on a Lincoln MKX 
from Metropolitan Lincoln 
Mercury. 

To be eligible to donate blood, 
an individual must be in good 
health, weigh at least 110 pounds, 
and be at least 17 years old.
